An important meeting of the 
members of the local Congrega- 
tional church was held Monday 
evening in the vestry of the 
church to hear a report of the 
apecial committee, to whom the 
task of suggesting a candidate for 
the pastorate was assigned. The 
committee presented the name of 
Edward C. Dahl, now a student 
at the Yale Divinity school, who 
was the preacher in the church 
on Sunday, April 13. Mr. Dahli 
will graduate in June and the 
committee were unanimous in off- 
ering him as a candidate. After 
deliberate consideration, the 
members of the church present 
voted unanimously to invite him 
to assume the pastorate of the 
church, to begin in August, at a 
salary of $2,000 per year, and a 
call was extended to him. It ia 
hoped that he will accept and it 
is expected that he will preach in 
the church several times, before 
he actually assumes hia task. 
When and if, his acceptance has 
been received, the Press hopes to 
be able to print a brief biography 
of his life and career.

headmaster in 1938. When the 
Germans took over Paris, June 14, 
1940, Mr. Schneider was in the 
school and it was he who had to 
receive the German officers and 
to hand the school over to tham. 
He acted as interpreter between 
the German military. and French 
civilian authorities during the 
summer of 1940. He was in Pare 
until November 1940 under the 
German rule and reached th’s 
c untry in December, via Spain 
and Portugal. ‘ 


William B. Finch Dies 


At his home on the Winchester 
road, William Edgar Finch, for 


nearly 30 years, a resident of this 


town, died .last Friday morning, 
after an illness of three months, 
at the age of 80 years. He was 
‘born in New Brunswick, N. J., 
Dec. 1, 1860 and was the son of 
James and Sarah J. (Fern) Finch. 
He married Addie Louise Bates 
of Webster, Aug. 11, 1886 and 
they made their home in South- 
ington, Ct., where Mr. Finch was 
employed -with one of the large 
lock manufacturing concerns. In 
1913 they came to Northfield to 
take up their residence. Mrs. 
Finch died in October 1914. From 
1913 until his retirement in July 
1932, Mr. Finch was employed by 
the Seminary as a night ‘watch- 
man. He was a member of Friend- 
ship Lodge of Masons of South- 
ington. Of him it could be said, 
that he was a good neighbor, of 
fine character, and devoted to 
*the best interests of the commun- 
ity in which he lived. Surviving 
are two'sona, Cortland and Donald 
B. Finch, and four grandchildren, 
all of this town; a nephew, Almon 
J. Bates of Lonsdale, R. I., and 
a cousin Mrs. Ernest Long of New 
Brunswick, N. J. The funeral ser- 
vices were held at Kidders funeral 
parlor on Sunday afternoon at 3 
ebcck with Rev. William W. Coe 
officiating, and attended by his 
relatives and many friends.

At the top of hills, and in the 
center of curves where there is 
less than 300 foot visibility from 
either direction, two solid lines. 
come together to indicate it is 
unsafe to pass from either direc- 
tion. 

The plan is one that will make 
for safety, and those motorists 
who ignore the rules will get 
theirs. The state police will see 
that you conform to the regula- 
tions of the road when out driv-
